covenant of the league of nations in revised form, moved 
by President Wilson, was adopted today by the peace con­ 
ference in plenary session without a dissenting- vote. 
The president’s motion also named

Drummond, as secretary-general of the league and p ro ­ 
vided for a committee to inaugurate the league. 
Thus one of the notable works of the conference passes 
its final stage and is incorporated in the peace treaty. 
The French and Japanese amendments, after a brief 
discussion, were not pressed, and the way was thus cleared 
for unanimous acceptance of the league. 
Italy was not represented at the session, but the nam e 
of Italy appears as one of the members of the league in the 
covnant as finally adopted. 
Nine labor principles w ere 
adopted for insertion in the treaty. 
The session adjourned without considering the report 
on responsibilties providing for the trial of 
the 
former 
German emperor by five judges from the great 
powers. 
This report was handed in by the council of four and e m ­ 
bodies in the peace treaty a provision for the former e m ­ 
peror’s prosecution.
